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INTRODUCTION 


The main purpose of the India House Library is to serve as an information bureau 
not as a research institute: no attempt is made, therefore, to compete with the India Office 
collection, or with the British Museum. The stock consists of publications issued by the 
Government of India, the Provincial Governments in India, and the Stationery Office 
and of unofficial books from Great Britain, India, the Continent and America These 
cover all branches of learning, in their application to India. 


This catalogue gives a brief entry for all the publications in stock on the 31st December 
1932. It is arranged by subjects, and is supplied with an author and subject index in 
one alphabet, which refers to the classification number of each item. This class number 
appears at the end of each entry, in italics, and is indicated in the headline of each page 
The scheme of classification adopted is the Dewey Decimal, in which all nowieiee 
divided into ten main classes, and these are each sub-divided into ten, and each ten into 
ten again, decimally, as often as is required. The scheme has been adapted in the four 
sections of Religion, Language, Literature and History, to suit the special character of 
the Library: the rest of the system remains unchanged. 


For cataloguing purposes the last part of Hindu names has been used, except in the 
case of a few South Indian names, when the penultimate name has been selected : in these 
instances there is a reference in the Index from the last name to the one chosen. Where 
Moslem surnames are in two parts, the latter being a suffix, there is no reference front 
the suffix. Official publications issued by Government Departments and Servants, in 
their official capacity, are entered under the names of the Department or Office as the 
case may be: e.g., Government of India, Department of Agriculture ; Government of 
Bomhay, Public Works Department; Sanitary Commissioner with the Government of 
Madras ; Office of the Accountant-General, Central Revenues. ‘This rule has been strictly 
followed throughout. The series numbers of all Stationery Office papers are shown for 
facility of reference. 


No analytical entries are included, and all series of bulletins, records, memoirs, etc 
are catalogued en bloc. In the typescript catalogue maintained in the Library however, 
a growing number of such entries appear, and where a subject entry in the Index is 
discovered for which no corresponding entry in the body of the catalogue exists, it may 
be assumed that information on that topic is contained in a serial publication. Rikewive 
the large collection of Survey of India maps on various scales, which forms part of the 
Library, is not included, as the Map Catalogue published by the Government of India 
is a sufficient guide thereto. 


The Library may be used by any accredited person for reference purposes, or as a 
lending Library, on the terms laid down in the Rules, which are reprinted on page ix 
Books may also be borrowed through the National Central Library, when this course is 
more convenient. When written application for the loan of a volume is made, the complete 
entry as it appears in the catalogue should be quoted; this will ensure that the correct 
book is supplied. .

Every effort has been made to secure accuracy, but this being almost impossible of 
attainment, it would be appreciated if errors are brought to notice for future correction.

LIBRARY RULES 


1. The Library and Reading Room will normally be open for use by the general 
public every weekday between the hours of 10 a.m. and 5 p.m. (Saturdays 10 a.m. and 
1 p.m.). Admission to the Library Galleries will be at the discretion of the Library 
Officers. No readers’ tickets are issued, but visitors to the Library will, on each occasion, 
be required to enter their names and addresses in the book provided for the purpose. 


2. Books, other than those in constant demand, or of considerable intrinsic value, 
may be borrowed with the sanction of the Librarian or senior Library Officer present, 
who shall require an acknowledgment in writing on the prescribed form. Any person 
borrowing a book will be responsible for it until the form is cancelled. 


3. No book borrowed shall be kept for more than one month, but when returned 
it may again be borrowed by the same reader, unless required by the Library for some 
other purpose. The period for which a book of reference or periodical may be borrowed 
(in cases where loan is sanctioned) shall be decided on the circumstances of each case. 
A work may be recalled at any time at the discretion of the Librarian. 


4. No book may be taken from the Library except with the sanction of a Library 
Officer, and any book borrowed should be returned direct to a Library Officer, and not 
transferred to any other person. 


5. Books may be reserved in advance provided the necessary intimation is sent to 
the Librarian. Where more than one such request is received the Librarian shall decide 
which of the several applicants is to have preference. 


6. Smoking in the Library (including the Galleries and Map Room) and Reading 
Room is strictly prohibited. 


7. Visitors may take any book from the open shelves for purposes of perusal or 
consultation while they are in the Library. Books should not be returned to the shelves, 
but should either be left on the tables or handed to a Library Officer or attendant. 
In the former case particulars regarding the books should be communicated orally to a 
Library Officer or attendant.

HE Library at the Office of the High Commissioner for 
India came into existence in 1920. At first it contained 
very little besides official publications and maps obtained 

from the Record Department of the India Office. However, it 
was realised at the very beginning that it was desirable to build 
up a collection of books relating not only to the economic and 
commercial possibilities of India but also to the history, 
culture and civilisation of the country, for the use of the staff 
as well as the- general public, including students. With this 
object in view, steps were taken to ensure that copies of 
all Indian official publications, that is, publications of the 
Government of India and the Provincial Governments, were 
placed in the Library. A few important unofficial works on 
India were also acquired. Later this practice of buying 
unofficial books developed, and special sums of money are 
now allotted for the purpose each year. 


It was only when the High Commissionet’s office moved 
into India House early in 1930 that it was possible to set apart 
suitable accommodation for the Library and thus extend the 
facilities available to readers. The question of developing it on 
sound lines then received fresh consideration, and it was laid down 
that the Library should aim at becoming “the Mecca of all 
petsons who are interested in the economic and commercial 
problems of India and Indian culture generally.” It was to be 
a place where the great stream of current administrative and 
other reports was to be available, as well as books illustrative 
of past history, so far as that was necessary to understand present 
administrative and economic conditions. The High Com- 
missioner further hoped that the spacious library, with its 
bookshelves, its map room, and its facilities for study and 
reference, would become a centre for the understanding and 
appreciation of Indian culture in the western world. No attempt 
was at the same time to be made to compete with the India 
Office Library or with the British Museum, the main purpose of 
ee collection at India House being to serve as an information 

ureau. 


The greater part of the stock in the Library consists of 
Government publications. These may be divided into three 
sections, namely, those published by' the Government of India, 
those published by Provincial Governments, and papers 
distributed by His Majesty’s Stationery Office. Some of the 
Indian States also send their administration reports, but generally 
speaking the information available about the States is not so 


comprehensive as in the case of British India. Quite a large 
proportion of the Indian Government publications consists 
of the annual reports of the several Departments—for example, 
Agriculture, Forests, Public Health, Irrigation, Education, etc. 
—and of the reports on the working of various Acts of the Indian 
Legislature—for example, Workmen’s Compensation, Mines, 
Factories, Trade Unions, etc. In this way over 600 reports are 
received annually. There is a large collection of the Acts 
themselves, not only of the Government of India but also of the 
Provincial Governments, and those British Acts which relate 
to India, together with the rules made under them. Apart from 
these, the Library contains scientific and research monographs 
(the result of work in Government laboratories and institutes 
and of the various Surveys, on such subjects as Agriculture, 
Veterinary Science, Meteorology, Archeology, etc.), published 
either by the Government of India or by the provincial 
Governments. Some of the most valuable of the provincial 
publications are the District Gazetteers. The Census Reports, 
copies of which are maintained in the Library, contain a mass 
of useful data not available elsewhere. Trade returns, both 
monthly and annual, the Trade Review, the Trade Journal, and 
other publications dealing with trade and trade facilities, are 
also available. 


Another useful and important section of the stock consists 
of the reports of Royal Commissions and Committees set up 
to investigate particular subjects with a view to the introduction 
of reforms or improvements. These reports are of a very diverse 
natute, and being generally exhaustive studies, are most valuable. 


The unofficial books in the Library cover all subjects, 
but are strongest in the History, Economic and Art sections. 
The majority of them are from British presses, but a growing 
number come from among those published in India, while there 
are a few from America and the Continent. The greater number 
of the more popular and ephemeral books are not purchased, 
but every effort is made to obtain works of distinguished 
specialists and authoritative persons. 


A useful and much appreciated feature of the Library is 
the display in the Reading Room of the more important non- 
vernacular Indian newspapers. There is also a small quick- 
reference collection, comprising the best directories, year-books, 
guides, etc., that are obtainable. 





One room is set apart for the Survey of India maps, which 
number several thousands, on scales from 1 in. to a mile, to 1 in. 
to 16 miles. There are also special maps of India showing 
cotton areas, railways, roads, districts, etc., and plans of cities 
and places of archzological interest, as well as wall maps suitable 
for lecture purposes. | 


The Library may be used for reference purposes or as a 
lending library. Five works may be borrowed at a time, and a 
month is allowed for reading, with the possibility of renewal 
at the end of that period. No tickets are issued, and the only 
formality for a borrower is to sign a form for the publications 
taken out. This receipt is destroyed as soon as the books are 
returned. The Library is an outlier of the National Central 
Library, so that books may be borrowed through that organisa- 
tion in case it is inconvenient to approach India House direct. 
Volumes ate posted when necessary to all parts of the United 
Kingdom, but no books are sent abroad except in very special 
circumstances. Publications may be reserved, either orally or 
by written request, in which case the volumes are forwarded 
as soon as they are available. Persons desiring to be kept 
informed of the latest additions to the stock may have their 
names added to the mailing list of those to whom the monthly 
list of publications received in the Library is circulated at the 
commencement of each month. 


The Librarian and her assistants lay themselves out to give 
any information on India to anyone who requires it, and they 
welcome enquiries made personally, by letter, or by telephone. 
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
